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THE LATE MR. PEABODY. 

The memoirs of the late Mr. George Peabody which have been 
eompiled for the daily journals, while they sketch correctly 
enough the main incidents of his career, do little or nothing 
towards satisfying that natural and laudable curiosity of the 
human mind which seeks to trace back great results to their 
springs. ‘The wealthy American broker was, in a wider sense 
than is often applicable, a new type of manhood. In him 
were combined in finely, almost perfectly, balanced pro- 
portions, three qualities seldom found in close association— 
the shrewd intuitive perception necessary to the acquisition 
ef great riches, the moral impulses which prompt to a bene- 
ficent distribution of them, and the masculine judgment 
which exercises such a mastery over both as to prevent their 
running into mischievous excess. A life which exhibits to us 
these characteristics on a colossal scale furnishes scope for 
highly profitable study; but, in order to this, we need 
to see it in its internal development rather than in its 
external incidents, or rather we should be more correct 
in saying that any knowledge we may obtain of the 
latter will be valuable only as it may help to disclose the 
former. Whence originated this felicitous apposition of 
qualities so rarely to be seen in conjunction? To what extent 
were they due to natural constitution or to ancestral history ? 
How much of their strength did they derive from early train- 
ing, "and of what sort was that training? In what respects 
were they owing to circumstances? and what were the cir- 
cumstances, if any, which account for the extraordinary bias 
of this man’s will? We want to observe his character in its 
first manifestations, in its growth, and in the influences which 
fused into unity tendencies so commonly antagonistic to each 
other. Of course we cannot expect to find what we want in 
the bare compilations which appear in the columns of a news- 
paper. The biography of the late George Peabody, to be 
written as it well deserves to be, would demand a high order 
of intellectual and sympathetic skill and an indefatigable 
spirit of research, and would undoubtedly present to the 
orld one of those contributions to psychological study which 
give a new direction and a powerful stimulus to human 
motive and effort. 

Of Mr. Peabody's business aptitudes his commercial suc- 
ecss is the best proof. It is not by any means impossible to 
find his parallels as to this feature of his character. Modern 
times have been peculiarly favourable to the production of 
millionaires. The sudden expansion of the means of loco- 
motion, the marvellous facilities provided for quick and 
frequent intercourse, and the stupendous works which the 
application of science to industrial pursuits had made not 
merely feasible but almost indispensable, have opened the 
way to many men endowed with competent abilities to 
acquire for themselves fortunes which in any previous age 
would have been deemed fabulous. In regard to this matter 
Mr. Peabody had a considerable number of compeers. But 
it is worthy of note that the grand moral traits of his cha- 
racter stood out in high relief before the world in connection 
with his pursuit of wealth, long before they were 
publicly displayed in the distribution of it. That he was 
rapidly amassing riches in the country of his adoption was 
not more widely surmised, perhaps, than it was known that in 
all the methods of acquisition employed by his house the soul 
ef mercantile integrity and honour was eminently conspicu- 
ous. His rectitude, like the granite of his native State, was 
immovable. It invited trust, and never gave way under any 
weight of responsibility resting upon it. It armed him with a 
reputation which enabled him to negotiate loans for public 
bedies, even when their credit had been tainted. His own 
name amply sufficed as a guarantee for the fulfilment of 
engagements entered into, not merely on his own behalf, but 
en behalf of defaulting Legislatures. Wherever he saw fit to 
pledge it, men built their speculations upon it with a sense of 
security. To be true was one of the necessities of his being. 

To his remarkable talent for acquiring wealth was con- 
joined a noble purpose in the daily pursuit of it. He cared 
little for the selfish and garish pleasures for which affluent 
means are commonly desired. His tastes were simple. 
had been formed, probably, upon the traditions of his 
Puritanic forefathers, and by that atmosphere of opinion 
which surrounded him in his younger days. His personal 
wants were few and inexpensive. He hated the very sem- 
blance of ostentation. As he had not been born into a system 
which made extravagant expenditure a duty owing to his 
station, so he aspired not to be identified with it. He pre- 
ferred to occupy the position of a tenant in trust. His gains 
were sought and obtained, not as an end, but as means 
to an end—not with a view to himself, but with a view 
te others. He held himself to be a debtor to his kind, 
and his accumulaticns were used in the faithful discharge of 
that debt. This moral conviction was evidently deeply rooted 
in his heart. It withstood all the influences which would 
otherwise have destroyed it. When vast wealth is only in 
prospect, it is not at all uncommon, because not at all difficult, 
to entertain the most generous intentions as to what shall be 
done with it, and to lose sight of them in proportion to the 
extent to which that prospect is realised. Mr. Peabody, on 
the contrary, instead of allowing the inflowing tide of his 
riches to submerge his sense of responsibility, thought and 
purposed and lived so as to keep it evermore uppermost ; 
and, as his means increased, his anxiety to make them sub- 
servient to the wellbeing of others increased also. Great 
prosperity, instead of closing his hand, opened it the wider; 
and, in reverse of the usual order of things, age enlarged 
rather than contracted the scope of his liberality. 

But impulsive benevolence, oftentimes the offspring of 
weakness and indolence, seems to have had no power to guide 
the career of this truly remarkable man. No one knew better 
than he how to say “ No” to applications for aid which did 
aot command the approbation of hie reason. He spared no 
pains to aecertain how he could direct his beneficcnce into the 
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most serviceable channels. He laid out his immense wealth 
with as conscientious a carefulness as he might have done if 
he had expected to be called upon to account for and justify 
every shilling of his expenditure. Rarely has the life of a 
plutocrat exhibited so perfect an illustration of the idea of 
stewardship as did George Peabody's. Few intelligent men 
of this generation will forget the letter in which he sketched, 
for the intended trustees of his bounty to the poor of London, 
his own views of the object to which it might be use- 
fully devoted. Pauperism had no attractions for him— 
industrious and struggling poverty chiefly engrossed his 
sympathies. Indeed, it was a marked feature of his benefi- 
cence that it almost invariably had respect to something 
beyond, and better and more enduring than the immediate 
benefit it might confer. Sometimes patriotism, sometimes 
international amity, gave direction to his liberality. He set 
the highest store upon education, and, in applying his 
resources for the advantage of his own countrymen, he 
selected precisely those modes of assisting them which were 
most peculiarly adapted to their position and wants. The 
“Peabody Institute’ at Danvers, the “ Literary and Scien- 
tific Institute’ at Baltimore, and his munificent contribu- 
tion to the “Southern Educational Fund” bear testimony 
to his ‘quick appreciation of the special wants of his com- 
patriots, and of the special needs of the times. The 
means of intellectual refinement, where they could be- 
come available, and of elementary instruction where they 
were most lacking and most urgently required, drew forth his 
readiest and largest bounty. London presented a different 
claim upon his purse. Even education could do but little for 
the industrious poor of the metropolis until they were better 
housed. His penetrating glance fastened at once upon the 
special need of the capital, and in supplying the remedy his 
head and heart united in doing the very best that could be 
done. 

Mr. Peabody's life was an impressive homily from begin- 
ning to end. It was full of the most timely lessons enforced 
upon society, not by words, but by deeds. He has rebuked 
the narrow sectarianism of the day by his display 
of “good-will to men,’ quite irrespectively of their 
religious differences. He has illustrated in his own history 
how it is possible to combine with ardent patriotism a 
breadth of sympathy extending beyond merely national 
limits. He has set an example of wise philanthropy capable 
of being imitated on the largest scale without undermining 
the self-reliant spirit of the poor. Above all, he has taught us 
the true uses of wealth—on what conditions it should be held 
by its proprietors, in what ways it may be fruitfully employed, 
and what durable honour and happiness it may be made to 
achieve for the comparative few to whom it is given. Rich 
and poor alike may contemplate his career with practical 
advantage. This metropolis, especially, will keep alive his 
memory with grateful admiration ; and, let us trust, his name, 
emblazoned by his works, will exercise a talismanic influence 
in persuading the prosperous to recognise their responsibilities, 
and to do what good their hands can find to do whilst they 
yet live to superintend and rejoice in the effects of their 
beneficence.

journalists. 

The Opinion Nationale says that Tropmann has at length made 
a confession, in which he admits being guilty of murdering, without 
accomplices, the entire Kinck family. He states, according to this 
report, that he murdered the elder Kinck on a plain near Gueb- 
willer, and has described, it is said, the precise spot where the 
body will be found buried. 

SPAIN. 


Admiral Topete, to whom the revolution owed its initiation, has 
withdrawn from the Government, notwithstanding all Prim’s 
entreaties. The Admiral, however, does not take up a factious 
attitude. In Monday’s sitting of the Cortes, General Prim having 
expressed deep regret at the resignation, Topete made a speech, in 
which he stated that he would remain faithful to the revolution, 
and to the King elected by the Cortes. 

Senors Montemar and Salamanca have left Madrid for Italy, 
charged to negotiate for the candidature of the Duke of Genoa. 

The Minister of Finance has announced that it is not his 
intention to re-introduce the capitation tax. 

The Minister of the Colonies, in the course of some remarks in 
the Cortes, declared that Spain was determined to crush the insur- 
rection in Cuba, notwithstanding every obstacle. 

The diplomatic differences between Spain and Portugal have, 
we learn from Lisbon, been amicably arranged. 


ITALY. 

King Victor Emmanuel was seized with fever at his hunting- 
seat at San Rossore, near Pisa, last week, as was stated in this 
Journal, On Saturday he was very ill indeed; in the evening an 
eruption showed itself. On Sunday the King confessed and received 
the last sacrament (“with the greatest tranquillity,”’ a telegram 
says) in the presence of Prince Humbert and Prince Carignano. 
On Sunday Prince and Princess Napoleon arrived at Turin, and 
left by special train for San Rossore, whither the Cabinet had 
already gone. The Duke and Duchess d’ Aosta left Egypt to return 
home on hearing the news. Sunday night's report was that a 
sensible mitigation of the fever had followed the eruption; and 
subsequent bulletins have declared the King to be out of danger, 
and that his health continues to improve. 

The Duchess of Genoa has arrived at Naples, in onler to be 
resent at the approaching confinement of Princess Margherita. 
rince Carignano (who will represent the King) Prince Humbert, 

the President of the Senate, the Minister of the Household, and the 
officers of state have left Rossore for Naples. 

The Florence Nazione publishes an article strongly opposing the 
Duke of Genoa’s acceptance of the candidature to the Spanish 
throne, as being fatal to [taly and the Italian dynasty.

GERMANY. 

In pursuance of a decree of the King of Prussia, dated Badeu- 
Baden, Oct. 21, Wednesday last, the anniversary of Luther's birth, 
was set apart throughout the kingdom as a day of special prayer 
for the Protestant Church of Prussia. 

Yesterday week the Lower House of the Prussian Diet rejected, 
by 215 votes against 99, a resolution in favour of disarmament, as 
well as a second resolution asking the Government to use its 
endeavours to reduce the military expenditure of the North German 


Confederacy. 
BELGIUM,

“It is sacred to a solemn feast,’ wrote Lord Byron of the 
Spanish Sabbath, which was devoted to bull-fighting. We 
might fairly say the same of last Tuesday. Anything more 
solemn than the Lord Mayor's feast can hardly be imagined. 
Ministers had not on exactly the tragic mask, but they re- 
minded one of the passage in one of Sheridan's plays 
where the critic, supposing that he has a comedy in his 
hand, reads “ Bursts into tears, and exit,’’ but is assured that 
it is a comedy notwithstanding. Only Mr. Lowe, who has not 
the organ ofreverence very strongly developed, and who was per- 
haps in unusual good spirits about a recent Mnisterial change, 


' and the sudden plunge into hot water of a colleague whom 


he may not over-vehemently admire, broke out of the under- 
taker’s pace, and, though declaring, amid laughter, that he 
hoped to be as solemn as his predecessors, made some jokes, 
which might be forgiven, the afflicting circumstances being 
duly taken into account. 

Gravity—even ultra-gravity—at proper time and in proper 
place, is, of course, a thing to be lauded, especially because it 
is the nature of the very far larger part of society to believe 
that gravity means wisdom, It is of enormous advantage to 


| a man who desires to be much before the world that he should 
have a serious countenance, and the habit of seldom smiling, 
and then only in a compassionate way. Such men get made 
churchwardens, executors, chairmen. Very likely they are 
stupid, and make clumsy failures; but still their advantage 
survives, as the people whom they have brought to grief are 
mollified by the seriousness of the culprits. But there is a 
time for picking up stones, and there is a time for casting 
away stones ; and, if the latter operation represent mirth, one 
would think that at a jovial City dinner, with its traditions of 
old times, and its realities of cookery, wine, lights, and music, 
was the time to cast stones away, if only to cast them at 
somebody who was not present. But not so though the 
Ministers, who, being all able men and not given to make 
failures, could well have afforded to cheer up their hosts and 
the public with a few of the sentiments appropriate to the 
occasion, but who, one and all (with the exception men- 
tioned) preached orthodox commonplace in didactic fashion. 
The Lord Mayor, of course, is too respectable to indulge in 
eccentricities ; but we cannot help wishing, irreverently, that 
he had resembled the Lord Mayor who in one of the frontis- 
pieces to the Spectator is represented as clapping King 
Charles II. on the back, and declaring, with an oath, that his 
Sovereign should “stop and take t’ other bottle.” We will 
not say which Minister we should much like to have heard his 
Lordship jovially invite to say something cheerful; but it 
was the official who would probably have found it most diffi- 
cult to do so at short notice. How, with Gog and Magog 
goggling at an orator, he can manage to be solemn, it is hard 
to say ; but practice would enable a politician to address an 
argument to the masks in the opening of a pantomime, and 
perorate undisturbed by the wink of their mechanical eyes. 
So far, and in the name of Gog we include the conditions of 
the whole ceremony, the Ministerial feat was remarkable. 

We must be pardoned for not reproducing the solemnities 
There are two speeches, however, which must be noticed. 
Mr. Gladstone, speaking from the place whence Mr. Disraeli 
spoke last year 

Inspiring hope himself had ceased to feel — 

said that encouragement became more and more needed by 
Government every year; indulgent encouragement to sustain 
their efforts and to pardon and forget their constant short- 
comings. Is it so? Is not the task of government easier 
every year, by reason that the progress of society enables men 
to govern themselves better than ever? Mr. Gladstone said 
that the standard of morals was raised, and he said rightly ; 
but does not that elevation reduce government more and 
more to a matter of science, and relieve it of much of 
what used to be called “the statesman’s cares’’? The 
very theory of modern administration is to interfere 
as little as possible, and then almost only in regard 
to questions the settlement of which men of all parties 
unite to demand. And if support is needed by a Cabinet, what 
Cabinet has ever had such a splendid amount of support as 
has been given to that now in office, with a majority powerful 
enough to carry anything and an Opposition confronting it 
with orders from nearly its ablest member to give up all 
hopes of office, and merely to resist and amend? We imagine 
that these considerations may have occurred to the Premier 
and made him think it well to show what is the real difficulty 
of the Government. He next sketched a dark picture of Ire- 
land, with its disloyalty, its murders, and its fanaticism. But 
he revealed no jot of his plan for putting an end to this state 
of things, nor could it have been expected. But why its intro- 
duction’ How did Mr. Gladstone help his case for encourage- 
ment?’ He knows, as every Englishman knows, that no law 
which the British Parliament can pass will give tranquillity to 
Ireland, and he knows equally well that an English Minister 
will receive the entire and approving support of all loyal sub- 
jects in whatever course may be necessary for the settlement of 
Ireland. gaudia curis is advice which 
we should respectfully address to a Minister who is honoured 
and trusted as it has been the good fortune of few of his pre- 
decessors to be. For the rest of his speech there need not 
much be said. His reference to our foreign relations was 
satisfactory, forthe Premier disclaimed as idle the notion that 
foreign policy was a subject of small importance to England. 
Perhaps the pleasantest portion of the address was the close, 
in which, by special command of the Queen, the First Minister 
said that no words could be too strong to convey her Majesty's 
sense of the magnificent reception accorded to her on the day 
when she opened the Bridge and the Viaduct. 

The Minister of Honduras probably sent a good many 
worthy people to their geography-books next day. Except 
that the name was somehow connected with mahogany—and 
the consequent suggestion by the facetious that such a 
Minister was appropriately placed at a dinner-table—there 
may not have been any very distinct idea touching that 
personage, who made a most eloquent and admirable speech, 
praised, as it deserved to be, by the Lord Chancellor. We all 
know, of course, that there is a British Honduras, and that it 
imports and exports; but of the rest of the province of 
Central America, of the independence of its ruler, and of its 
ncn resources, hitherto but very partially developed, we may 
all be pardoned for not knowing much, especially as the latest 
and best authorities declare that comparatively little is known 
about the country. The speech of the Minister may be said 
to have “invented"’ Honduras, so far as the most of us are 
concerned, and this may be set down as the real feature of 
the banquet of 1869. Mr. Lowe did what he could to relieve 
the solemnities, and, having to propose the health of the 
Lady Mayoress, he was permitted to be as jocose as we 
are still—in the pre-strongminded woman period—allowed to 
be when we mention the ladies, a disrespectful frivolity which 
the Women's-Rights Union will doubtless put an end to in 
due season. He appeared, he said, for one half of the humaa 
race, and onght not to have been called upon after Aldermen 
and the like. We entirely agree with him; and, on the many 
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future occasions of high banquet, when the Chanoellor of the 
Exchequer and Mr. Robert Lowe shall, we trust, continue to 
be convertible terms, the speech of the night may advan- 
tageously be intrusted to a man of the world who has humour 
enough in him to feel that, admirable as sermons may be, few 
are wisely preached over the Loving Cup.

Eight non-collegiate students are now in 
residence ; some of them are gentlemen engaged in professions in 
the town. It is expected that their numbers will increase rapidly.

THE LATE STORMS ON THE EAST COAST. 


It was mentioned in our Country News of last week that the Mayor 
of Scarborough, Mr. J. W. Woodall, had set on foot a public sub- 
scription for the relief of the great number of distressed families 
along the east coast of England in consequence of the October 
storms. A meeting for this purpose was convened by his Worship 
in the old Townhall of Scarborough, on Wednesday week, and was 
attended by Sir Harcourt Johnstone, M.P.; Mr. Dent, M.P.; the 
Rev. R. Balgarnie, the Vicar of Scarborough, and other persons of 
local influence. The statements laid before them showed an almost 
unprecedented loss of life and property by these disasters.” It 
appears that from the port of Scarborough alone, which includes 
Filey, not less than thirty-one men and boys engaged in the occupa- 
tion of fishing have been drowned, having left twelve widows and 
twenty-seven fatherless children, who are entirely deprived of the 
means of support. In addition to the entire loss, with all hands, of 
three vessels, a fleet of cighty-six sail belonging to the port of 
Scarborough were out at sea during the severe gales, every one 
of which lost its nets, of the estimated value of about £20,000. The 
Mayor of Scarborough explained that, as a rule, a boat was valued 
at from £400 to £600; and the value of the nets and outfit was 
from £400 to £450. The boat was supposed to be owned by persons 
comparatively well off, and could be insured, but the nets could not 
be insured, on account of their perishable nature. The owners con- 
tributed about half the nets, the other half being contributed by 
the skipper and men, and he was justified in saying that the loss 
falling upon those who lived from hand to mouth was about £100 
to each boat ; therefore about £8600 was lost by men who were not 
in a position to keep themselves up or to recover their means of liveli- 
hood without assistance. The total number of ms thus throwa 
out of employment in that neighbourhood was about 700, who must 
fe to the union workhouse unless helped by a public subscription.

She has yet a chance, however, of 
escaping the fate of a vessel whose bare ribs protrude like a huge 
skeleton in the nearer plane of the picture, the spot of the wreck 
being marked with the customary green buoy. The wind has sunk 
so much that scarce a breath rufiles the sails and nothing obscures 
the view save a thin veil of haze, saturated with afternoon sunlight - 
an effect admirably rendered. The sea-level is now not muc': above 
low water, for a bald patch of sand still remains uncovere 1 on the 
right, but boats are busy lightening the cargo from the hold, and 
a steam-tug attached to the ship by a hawser lies in thea 
offing ready to drag the poor vessel out of her helpless 
difficulty at high tide. As in other marine pieces by this artist, 
the details are given with a degree of nautical accuracy that, we 
are confident, would satisfy the critical eye of a sea captain. The 
painter’s versatility is further shown in a capital study of an Irish 
cabin interior (265). ‘Presents to the Landlord” (126), by M. 
Verhoeven Ball, contains some clever imitative painting, testifying 
to art-education in the Belgian school. A more serious effort, how- 
ever—solid in execution, well-understood in effect, and harmonious 
in colour—is the artist’s larger picture, founded on an incident of 
Albert Diirer’s visit to Antwerp. Lucas van Leyden, who was the 
host of the great Niiremberger, is seen (with his hand on the tiller 
of his boat) taking his brother-painter, and also their youthful 
rival Quintin Matsys, with the respective wives of the painters, for 
a sail on the Scheldt before Antwerp, While Jean de Maubeuge, a 
young contemporary poet, sits in the bow singing to his lute. The 
portraits of the — which are evidently taken from authentic 
materials, and the restoration of old Antwerp (the cathedral and 
some other buildings still remaining, however), with its quaint 
turrets and spires, standing out in the flush of golden evening rays, 
are very interesting. We may add that the subject is repeated on 
one of the panels of the large concert-room of the Cercle Artistique 
at Antwerp, of which society the artist was some years president. 
Apparently Belgian also in its technical characteristics is a picture 
of some promise by Mr. F. Moschelles, entitled ‘‘The Novice” 
(118), a young beauty, dressed as a bride for the Church, about te 
submit her fair tresses to the shears of an a nun of the 
sisterhood she is entering. An illustration (129) of Sheridan 
Knowles’s ‘‘ Hunchback’’—Helen adjusting the ruff of her slovenly 
cousin and lover Modus—by Mr. Brodie; and a scene (164), by the 
same, on board an English vessel, with refugees from Crete after 
the recent insurrection huddled on deck, their fears renewed by a 
gale, have considerable merit as regards action, character, and 
treatment, though marred by faults of drawing. A small picture, 
by Mr. W. Britten (« Ja Plassan in subject, but quite English in 
style), of a young woman kneeling in her night-dress at her humble 
bed offering her ‘*‘ Simple Petitions’’ (184), shows so much artistic 
feeling and delicacy of treatment that we shall look with interest 
for future appearances of the young artist—in subjects less 
hazardous, we trust. 

No work in the third room is so well calculated to compel warm 
admiration, and yet at the same time provoke resolutely adverse 
criticism from impartial judgments, as Mr. Stanhope's picture, with 
the motto quoted from Mr. Morris’s ‘Earthly Paradise,’ ‘ The 
gentle music of a bygone day.’’ Let us say at once that many 
passages of the colouring, which is quite su: generis here, attains 
(as, for instance, the flowers to the left) not a little of that inde- 
scribable, subdued richness, that gorgeous yet chaste depth of tone, 
which affords to the artistic sense such luxury of enjoyment in the 
works of Giorgione. Yet why should this precious attgibute be 
accompanied by the wilful affectations, as we must re; them, of 
distorted drawing, impossible perspective, and general defiance of 
natural probability? Two female figures (not, we gladly admit, 
without a certain tender sweetness of exprossion, but lank, miserably 
emaciated, and contorted in attitude) are engaged—the one 
standing against a wall singing to the accompaniment of her man- 
doline, the other seated on a felled tree-trunk, turning over the 
leaves of a music-book. Behind the tree-trunk, and of precisely 
the same colour, runs a road over a Chinese bridgelet, and thence 
obliquely winds up a perpendicular mass of opaque green. One 
might suspect the artist had here been mimicking the least desirable 
eccentricities of Mr. Burne Jones, but if our memory serves us 
rightly, Mr. Stanhope produced oil pictures with similar charac- 
teristics before the member of the Old Water-Colour Society 
appeared as a painter, except on glass. Mr. C. E. Johnson's 
** Bad Weather” (215)—a fishing-smack making for shore through 
a rough sea which breaks in drenching showers of spray over the 
bows—is scarcely so successful in its wave-drawing as the calmer 
Thames subjects for which he is so highly and deservedly esteemed. 
Mr. Cuthbert’s picture (219) of a naked little fellow of two seated 
gasping, yet laughing bravely, in his bath, his cheeks almost purple 
with cold, and his hair matted into golden threads, is painted with 
an almost too determined regard to the egpesennens produced by 
cold water on a tender infant. The technique, however, is so 
sound that we look for more important work from Mr. Cuthbert's 
pencil than even his elaborate Spenserian illustration exhibited in 
these rooms last summer. There is a small, very refined portrait of 
Lady Walmesley (254), by Mr. Lucy. Other portraits are Mr. 
Hablot Knight Browne (‘Phiz’’), by Mr. G. R. Browne; 
Mr. Mason Jackson, the eminent wood-engraver, by Mr. 
F. Havill; and Mr. Whitbread Tomson, by Mr. T. J. Gullick.

‘The winter musical season may now be considered to have set in, 
having been led off on a by two important simultaneous 
events—the commencement of the short series of performances at 
the Royal Italian Opera House, and the resumption of the Monday 
Popular Concerts at St. James’s Hall. 

On Monda: t ‘*Lucia di Lammermoor’’ was given, the 
heroine by Mdlle. Ima di Murska, as on various previous occasions. 
During the past season we noticed the gain on the part of this 
artist in the power of onate emotion, and this 
progress was still apparent in combination with that brilliant 
vocalisation and florid execution which were at first her chief cha- 


racteristics. Her performance as Lucia displayed high merit 
in these various Her egening cavatina, “ Reg- 
nava nel silenzio,”” was given th admirable combina- 


and refinement; while in the great duet

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THE QUEEN’S VISIT TO THE CITY. 


The visit of her Majesty to the City of London, on Saturday morn- 
ing, for the purpose of opening the New Bridge over the Thames at 
Blackfriars and the New Viaduct, over the Fleet Valley, from 
Holborn-hill to Newgate-street, was performed to the gratification 
of all the citizens and of all her loyal subjects, The weather, 
bright and fair, though rather cold, with only a momentary inter- 
ruption of its agreeable sunshine, was as good as was to be expected 
in the month of November. The people of all classes were heartily 
glad to see the Queen once more coming amongst them in London, 
after a long absence, which the Londoners had felt to be undeserved 
on their part, while they did not always make due allowance for the 
domestic and personal hindrances to her more frequent appearance 
in the metropolis. 

The completion of those two grand and useful public works, 
which had been contemplated so many years, but the actual 
execution of which has been achieved in a moderate time, was 
another subject of congratulation. To all friends of the local and 
historic traditions of the ancient “City” of London, as distin- 
guished from London in the larger sense of ‘‘Town,’’ this con- 
spicuous proof of the capacity of its old-fashioned Municipal 
Corporation to manage great undertakings of general utility seemed 
especially weleome. The order of the day’s proceedings was 
therefore so arranged as to include a passing sight of the New 
Metropolitan Meat Market in Smithfield, another successful work 
of the City Corporation, which might carry the mind of the 
spectator, yet farther back, to the establishment of the great 
Cattle Market in a northern suburb, by the same civic authority. 
These four important results of municipal enterprise, with the 
purchase and free opening of Southwark Bridge, are the chief 
monuments of the zeal and ability of the old Corporation during 
the last quarter of a century. Their characters of design and con- 
struction are well known to our readers, since the New Meat Market 
was described, and illustrated by engravings, in this Journal at the 
time of its opening, about a twelvemonth ago; and our Illustrations 
of the Holborn Viaduct and of Blackfriars New Bridge, published 
witha minute account of each structure in the last week's Paper, 
have probably been found sufficient. We may add, to the details 
already given, that, while the cost of rebuilding Blackfriars Bridge 
has been £300,000, the cost of the Holborn Viaduct and its 
approaches, including the new streets from Holborn-hill to the 
Charterhouse and to Farringdon-street, has amounted to not less 
than £2,100,000. If to these sums we add the £250,000 paid for 
the redemption of the Southwark Bridge tolls, and the round million 
sterling that was spent on the New Meat Market, we find that theCity 
Corporation, within the last five or six years, has incurred the vast 
outlay of £3,700,000, raised by loan on bonds or debentures, at 
from 4 to 5 per cent interest, for the accomplishment of four great 
objects of local convenience. The benefit of these enterprising acts 
is certainly not confined to the inhabitants of the City, but is 
enjoyed by the whole population of the metropolis, numbering about 
three millions of persons and representing the entire nation. ‘The 
interests, however, of this greater London, in all matters of that 
kind locally situated beyond the limits of the ancient City, have 
been provided for with equal skill and liberality by the exertions of 
the Metropolitan Board of Works. Their admirable performances, 
in the construction of the main-drainage system, the Thames 
Embaukment, and the new streets it has made, both in Southwark 
aud from Blackfriars to the Mansion House, are entitled to the 
highest praise. Upon the whole, it will be acknowledged by the 
majority of Londoners, and it should be understood by the country, 
thut there is ample reason to be well satisfied with the fruits of local 
administration in the metropolis during the last decade of years; 
and London has really been advancing, perhaps more substantially 
though less rapidly than Paris, in the improvement of its external 
condition, With the final completion of the remaining works in 
hand, a short interval of repose may be allowed to begin, for the 
restoration of the local finances, which have been severely strained, 
both in the City Corporation and in the Metropolitan Board, though 
based in each imstauce upon a sound foundation, 

Having offered these remarks, suggested by the occasion of the 
Queen's Visit to the City, we shall proceed to report the manner in 
which her Majesty was received. The Engravings presented in this 
Number show the aspect of the different scenes that occurred along 
her ruute from the Surrey end of Blackfriars Bridge, where she 
was met by the Lord Mayor to escort her in procession over the 
bridge, through Farringdon-street, and under the Viaduct, to the 
new thoroughfare calied Charterhouse-street, by which she arrived 
in Smithfield; thence by Giltepur-street to the east end of the 
Viaduct, which she opened with a second brief ceremonial, and so 
passing over the Viaduct to Holborn. This is an outline of the pro- 
ceedings represented in our Illustrations, which need only the expla- 
nation of circumstantial details to make the reader fully acquainted 
with all that took place on the ion. 

The Queen, accompanied by their Royal Highnesses Princesses 
Louisa and Beatrice and Prince Leopold, left Windsor Castleata quar- 
ter before eleven, and drove to the Great Western Railway station, 
where she was received by the chairman of the company, Sir Daniel 
Gooch, Bart., M.P., and the Mayor of Windsor, Mr. 'T. Chamberlain. 
The special train, drawn by an engine decorated with flags and 
flowers, arrived at Paddington before half-past eleven. Her Majesty 
was received by Viscount Sydney, Lord Chamberlain, and the Duke 
of Wellington, who was present in his capacity of Lord Lieutenant 
of the county of Middlesex. The terminus had been suitably deco- 
rated with flags, and the a covered with crimson carpeting.

Here an escort of the 9th 
Lancers took the place of the Life Guards, and when the Queen 
reached the archway at the Horse Guards the mounted band played 
the National Anthem. Along Whitehall and Parliament-street the 
crowd was not remarkably dense, but at Westminster Bridge there 
were some thousands of spectators, and the hearty cheers which 
greeted the Royal visitor were led by the boys of the Westminster 
— who had taken their tion within the inclosure of 
Westminster Bridge was well filled with ple, and the crowd 
here began to have more of the artisan and babeesing portion of the 
community mixed up with it. They were louder in their demon- 
strations of loyalty than the better-dressed spectators on the 
northern side of the river. The first flag or banner to be seen on 
the south side was one affixed to the top of the eastern block of the 
new St. Thomas's Hospital. Astley's . quite gay with 
decorations, and from the summit of the theatre, pan the 
Westminster-road to the roof of the opposite house, were suspended 
two rows of handsome flags. York-road and Stamford-street had 
quite a gala aspect, many of the balconies being draped with 
scarlet cloth, and flags and banners being —y -y in great 
abundance. At the corner of the Waterloo-roa 
especially dense, and it required all the efforts of the police, aided 
by the military, to keep the line unbroken. But there was no real 
disorder, only a strong desire of the crowd to see the Queen. 
Nowhere was she received with greater cordiality than in this dis- 
trict, which is principally inhabited by working men. There are 
two public institutions situated on this part of the route. One is 
that of the Benevolent Society of St. Patrick. The children belong- 
ing to its schools had been placed in front of the building, and 
cheered loudly, her Majesty bowing to them very graciously as she 
passed. The other is the General Lying-in Hospital, of which the 
Queen and her Royal Highness the Princess of Wales are patrons. 
The patients who were able to rise were permitted to appear 
at the windows of the institution, and, with their children 
in their arms, waved their handkerchiefs, and did all they 
could to indicate the welcome greeting they desired to give 
her, as a sister-woman and mother, no less than Queen. 
From the eastern end of Stamford-street to the southern side 
of the new Blackfriars Bridge was the most imposing sight on 
the south side of the Thames. At the convergence of Stamford- 
street and New Southwark-street, fronting the ornamental a < 
the Metropolitan Board, was drawn up a double line of Life 
Guards ; immediately above them were the terraces and windows of 
the Blackfriars station of the London, Chatham, and Dover 
Railway, forming substantial galleries filled with people. The road 
had been well gravelled, and to and fro galloped aides-de-camp, 
now and then general officers, or mounted superintendents of police. 
Galleries were erected on the opposite side to the railway station, 
in one of which were the school children belonging to the parish of 
Christ Church, and looking northward was a fine view of the pavilion 
and the entrance to the bridge about to be declared open by the 
Queen in person. Here, too, was the place of arrival for all the 
City officials who were to take part in the ceremony of the day, as 
well as of the distinguished visitors who had the privilege of entry. 
The parish authorities of Christ Church had taken possession of the 
entrance to Ground-street, on which they had erected a gallery for 
themselves and friends. 

The special preparations for the reception of her Majesty upon 
the bridge itself consisted chiefly of the galleries along one side, 
provided to accommodate spectators, and the pavilion, at the 
Surrey end, where the Queen was to be met by the Lord Mayor, 
the Sheriffs, and the other representatives of the City Corporation. 
The galleries, which extended along the whole eastern side of the 








bridge, and for some seventy or eighty yards at the north end of 
the western side, were light timber structures roofed with water- 
proof felt, and draped with scarlet and white cloth. They afforded 
accommodation for five rows of seats, and all the places were 
occupied by ladies and gentlemen who had been fortunate enough 
to obtain tickets. The kerbstone of the side pavement was studded 
at intervals with handsome evergreens in large pots, and the foot- 
way was for a considerable part of its extent occupied by the guards 
of honour, furnished by the Coldstream Guards and the 49th 
Middlesex or Post Office Volunteers. To complete the decorations, 
poles had been erected at short intervals upon the temporary wooden 
bridge, which, being a useful but inelegant structure, was hidden 
from sight; and from these poles flags and bannerets of all nations, 
and of all colours and combinations of colours, waved in the 
morning breeze. The roadway of the bridge had been covered 
with several inches of fine gravel. The Royal pavilion, which was 
erected about thirty yards within the substantial gates, placed at 
the southern end of the bridge, was constructed in a simple but 
effective style. It was 80ft. in length, and, extending across 
the entire width of the roadway, afforded seats for a con- 
siderable number of visitors. Tickets for all these had been 
issued by the committee which had charge of the arrange- 
ments, but many places remained unoccupied throughout the 
morning. Externally this pavilion was decorated in white and 
gold. The southern entrance was divided into three festooned 
divisions, those to the right and left being hung with scarlet and 
white curtains of a light, but handsome material; while the 
centre, which was the width of the roadway left for the passage of 
the Queen, was closed with heavy drapery of the richest maroon 
cloth, edged and ornamented with Greek key-pattern gold lace. 
The pilasters and entablature were of 1 white, relieved by a 
moulding of gold; and the high-pitched roof was edged with o 
parapet of scarlet cloth drapery. In the centre were the City arms,

mittee, and a deputation from the same committee. The first act of 
the Lord Mayor, as the representative of the City, was one of 
dutiful submission. According to established custom, his Lord- 
ship tendered to her Majesty the civic sword of state, which the 
Queen was pleased not to accept, in token that she believed it to be 
in good pod | loyal custody. The Royal carriage stopped opposite 
the dais already mentioned, and there, without alighting, the Queer, 
bowing with gracious dignity, received from the Lord Mayor a 
finely-engrossed copy of the address from the Corporatiun of 
London, signed by the Town Clerk.

“I thank you for your loyal and dutiful address. It has 
afforded me much pleasure again to visit the city of London.

As soon as this formal exchange of documents had been made,

The visitors accommodated in the reserved places all rose as 
they heard the welcome of the boys and children; and then took up 
the cheering. The procession passed along the approach to the 
Viaduct very slowly. More than once it came toa stop, as the 
carriage of the Lord Mayor or an alderman halted at the platform in 
the pavilion and its occupants alighted. So there gathered in this 
spot Lord Mayor Lawrence and the Lady Mayoress, Aldermen 
Carter, Causton, and Sir Samuel Phillips; Messrs. R. Cox, 
E. Hart, Deputy Jones, M. M‘George, J. Medwin, and J. 
Pickering. To them hastened the Lord Chamberlain, in 
his uniform of blue and gold and with his gold key of 
office bound on his right side, and when her Majesty reached 
the platform and the carriage halted the Lord Mayor pre- 
sented Mr. Deputy Fry, chairman of the improvement committee, 
and Mr. Haywood, the engineer of the Viaduct. Mr. Fry now 
handed to the Queen a volume elaborately bound in cream-coloured 
morocco, relieved with gold, and ornamented with the Royal 
arms of England, in mosaic of leather and gold. This gorgeous 
book, as well as that presented at Blackfriars Bridge, was prepared 
for the Corporation by Messrs. Marcus, Ward, and Cu., of Chaudos- 
street and Belfast, and by Messrs. Howell, James, and Co., of 
Regent-street. It has on the first page the Royal arms, and on the 
second the arms of the City. So far it resembles the volume con- 
taining the account of the bridge. The third page holds a finely- 
executed painting, in tempera, of the Viaduct, as seen from 
Farringdoi-street, and the fourth a view of the roadway from the 
Newgate end. The remaining pager, the borders of which are 
illuminated in the Renaissance style with brilliant colour, contain, 
in carefully engrossed church text, a brief description of the 
Viaduct. This volume was handed to the Lord Chamberlain; and 
her Majesty declared the Viaduct open for public traffic. The 
words were spoken in the middle of a great cheer from the good 
folks in the pavilion. There was a delay of five minutes, while 
the Lord Mayor and the other civic digniterina, having taken leave 
of her Majesty, returned to their own carriages, when the whole 
procession was again put in motion. As the Queen came to the 
western or Holborn end of the Viaduo, where the new circus is 
formed, just below Hatton-zarden, she noticed an inscription show- 
ing the intended site of the equestrian statue of the late Prince 
Consort. Passing through the gates of the temporary barrier, 
where the proce-sion was broken up and the Lord Mayor with his 
company turned back towards the City, her Majesty drove quickly 
up Holborn, amidst a dense throng of people, still cheering her 
approach. There was a brief shower of rain as she went through 
Oxford-street; but she very soon reached the Paddington station, 
and the special train conveyed her safely home to Windsor a few 
minutes before two o'clock. 

In the evening the Lord Mayor and the Lady Mayoress enter- 
tained a large company at the Mansion House in honour of the 
occasion. ‘The guests, about 250 in number, included the whole of 
the members of the Court of Common Council, the Sheriffs, the 
officers in command of the Royal escort, the high officers of the 
Corporation, and other persons.

LORD MAYOR'S DAY. 

Tuesday being the time-honoured 9th of November, Alderman 
Besley, the Lord Mayor elect, went from Guildhall to Westminster, 
with the accustomed pomp, and escorted by the retiring Chief 
Magistrate of the City (now Sir James Clarke Lawrence, Bart.), 
the members of the Court of Aldermen, the Sheriffs and the Under- 
Sheriffs, and all the high officers of the Corporation of the city of 
London, to be presented to the Barons of the Exchequer, in accord- 
ance with immemorial usage.

THE “JOUR DES MORTS” IN PARIS. 


On All Souls’ Day the exterior boulevards of the French capital 
adjoining the cemeteries of Pére la Chaise, Montmartre, aud Mont 
Parnasse present a totally different appearance to that of ordinary 
days, being encumbered with a noisy crowd of venders of funeral 
crowns, bouquets of yellow immortelles, little plaster figures of the 
Virgin, and tiny mortuary pictures in black frames, who, with 
their wares displayed on little stalls in the neighbourhood of the 
approaches and round the entrances to the different a 
assail the long stream of passers-by with invitations to inspect a 
purchase some one or other offering to be deposited on the tombs 
of dead relatives and friends, For on this day half Paris, in its 
best clothes, and, if not exactly joyful, as on ordinary féte da 

at any rate the reverse of sorrowful, as one would expect it to be, 
flocks to the cemeteries for several hours in succession. As they 
enter, all assume a grave air, which is, however, for the most 
part thrown aside as soon as they ere fairly within the long 
streets of tombs. Some perform the pilgrimage in their 
carriages, and send in the funereal crowns by a footman to be 
deposited on the tomb of the relative or friend whose memory 
they profess to revere; but the majority are on foot, and advance 
slowly in the direction of the particular grave where their offerings 
have to be made. Only a few are in mourning, for it is not to the 
graves of those who have recently died that the majority of these 
pilgrims come. Now and then, however, one observes a black dress 
among the white tombstones—a poor woman, perhaps, leading a 
little boy who, with a proud smile on his chubby face, carries a 
funereal wreath which he can only just manage to grasp with both 
his hands. Just within the walls of the cemetery at the foot of a 
stone cross is a heap of these crowns, before which women and 
children, strangers to each other, kneel side by side, most of them 
in tears. Those they mourn are at the other end of the cemetery, in 
the common grave, with nothing to mark the spot where their 
remains, already decomposed by lime, were laid less than twelve 
months ago. 

Of the thousands who visit the Paris cemetries on All Souls’ Day 
the majority go there from habit, for relaxation, or because they have 
nothing else todo. It is only some few who go there impelled by a 
sense of duty—those, for instance, who have buried there all their 
fondest hopes, or who, touched by a sense of injustice done by them 
to the dead during their lifetimes, annually seek to repair the error 
of which they have long since repented. 








LETTERS FROM DR. LIVINGSTONE. 

The Royal Geographical Society held its opening meeting of the 
session on Monday night. Sir Roderick Murchison, the president, 
in the course of his address, mentioned that communications had 
been received from Dr. Livingstone, who stated that he had made 
some discoveries which he supposed to be the source of the Nile, 
Letters from Dr. Livingstone himself were read, including a long 
despatch to Lord Clareudon, dated July, 1868. 

The first was a note to Dr. Kirk from the Doctor himself, bear - 
ing date July 8, 1868, and written from near Lake Bangweolo. The 
following is an extract :—“‘I have had no news from anywhere for 
two years and upwards. The Arabs have all been overflowing in 
kindness. I borrow this paper from Mahommed Bozarib, for I am 
up here without any. - + Ihave found what I believe to be 
the sources of the Nile between 10 deg. and 12 deg. south, or nearly 
in the position assigned to them by Ptolemy. It is not one source 
from a lake, but upwards of twenty of them. Like Liemba, which 
possibly is an arm of Tanganyika, it has four rivers flowing into it. 
‘Taking these four rivers as one line of drainage (a fifth from Marenga 
must be added), then the Chambeze flows from the side into the 
centre of a grcat valley, and receives three streams as large as the 
Isis at Oxford or Avon at Hamilton.”’ 

The next was a very full despatch from Dr. Livingstone to the 
Earl of Clarendon, dated July, 1868, and sent from the same place 
as the note to Dr. Kirk. It was an interesting account of the great 
traveller's explorations, written in excellent spirits, and speaking 
hopefully of the result of his labours. It gave details of the 
general facts mentioned in the above quotation as to the sources of 
the Nile. The postscript to this despatch was :—‘‘ Always some- 
thing new from Africa: a large tribe lives in underground houses 
in Rua. Some excavations are said to be thirty miles long, and 
have running rills in them; a whole district can stand a siege in 
them. The writings therein, I have been told by some of the 
people, are on wings of animals.’’ 

Another communication was the following comment of Dr. 
Kirk, in a letter written from Zanzibar, Sept. 7, 1869, to Mr. C, 
Goune, Secretary to the Government of a >“ Sin —Tho 
phigh: RG Mico TMV that drain the great valley in which 
Chambeze is situated, and lying to the south of Tanganyika, between 
10 and 12 deg. of south latitude. The town of Chambeze has been 
already visited and described by the Portuguese missions. It is 
situated on the shores of one of a chain of lakes and rivers that low 
northwards. The Chambeze, having collected by many streams 
the waters of the northern slope of the damp elevated plains, flows 
to join Lake Bangweola; this again is connected with Lake Moero 
by the Loapula, on whose banks the town of Chambeze is built. 
Natives have told Dr. Livingstone that Mange is an island-studded 
lake, from whose waters join the Lufira, whose eastern slope is 
drained by the Chambeze. This united stream some say enters the 
Tanganyika, and thence, by the Loenda, into Lake Chowembe ; but 
Dr. Livingstone’s informants are not unanimous, The interest of 
the journey centres in the southern connections of the Albert 
Nyanza, and Arab traders generally agree in thinking that a water 
communication does exist between that and the Tanganyika; but 1 
have not met with anyone who professes to have traced out this 
communication,”’ 

Sir Bartle Frere stated that he also had received a letter similar 
to the foregoing from Dr, Livingstone. 

The President said he could not but congratulate the Geo- 
graphical Society upon these contributions to their knowledge of 
African exploration; and those who had stood Dr. Livingstone's 
friends had the gratification of feeling that his patience, courage, 
and perseverance entitled his labours to be ranked as heroism of the 
most perfect kind. 

Captain Sherard Osborn said he was of opinion that if Dr. 
Livingstone lived he would meet Sir Samuel Baker working his way 
to the south. 

The President said in his mind the problem had been solved, and

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THE QUEEN’S VISIT TO THE CITY. 


The visit of her Majesty to the City of London, on Saturday morn- 
ing, for the purpose of opening the New Bridge over the Thames at 
Blackfriars and the New Viaduct, over the Fleet Valley, from 
Holborn-hill to Newgate-street, was performed to the gratification 
of all the citizens and of all her loyal subjects, The weather, 
bright and fair, though rather cold, with only a momentary inter- 
ruption of its agreeable sunshine, was as good as was to be expected 
in the month of November. The people of all classes were heartily 
glad to see the Queen once more coming amongst them in London, 
after a long absence, which the Londoners had felt to be undeserved 
on their part, while they did not always make due allowance for the 
domestic and personal hindrances to her more frequent appearance 
in the metropolis, 

The completion of those two grand and useful public works, 
which had been contemplated so many years, but the actual 
execution of which has been achieved in a moderate time, was 
another subject of congratulation. To all friends of the local and 
historic traditions of the ancient ‘City’? of London, as distin- 
guished from London in the larger sense of ‘‘Town,’’ this con- 
spicuous proof of the capacity of its old-fashioned Municipal 
Corporation to manage great uncertakings of general utility seemed 
especially weleome. The order of the day’s proceedings was 
therefore so arranged as to include a passing sight of the New 
Metropolitan Meat Market in Smithfield, another successful work 
of the City Corporation, which might carry the mind of the 
spectator, yet farther back, to the establishment of the great 
Cattle Market in a northern suburb, by the same civic authority. 
These four important results of municipal enterprise, with the 
purchase and free opening of Southwark Bridge, are the chief 
monuments of the zeal and ability of the old Corporation during 
the last quarter of a century. Their characters of design and con- 
struction are well known to our readers, since the New Meat Market 
was described, and illustrated by engravings, in this Journal at the 
time of its opening, about a twelvemonth ago; and our Illustrations 
of the Holborn Viaduct and of Blackfriars New Bridge, published 
witha minute account of each structure in the last week's Paper, 
have probably been found sufficient. We may add, to the details 
already given, that, while the cost of rebuilding Blackfriars Bridge 
has been £300,000, the cost of the Holborn Viaduct and its 
approaches, including the new streets from Helborn-hill to the 
Charterhouse aud to Farringdon-street, has amounted to not less 
than £2,100,000. If to these sums we add the £250,000 paid for 
the redemption of the Southwark Bridge tolls, and the round million 
sterling that was spent on the New Meat Market, we find that theCity 
Corporation, within the last five or six years, has incurred the vast 
outlay of £3,700,000, raised by loan on bonds or debentures, at 
froin 4 to 5 per cent interest, for the accomplishment of four great 
objects of local convenience. The benefit of these enterprising acts 
is certainly not confined to the inhabitants of the City, but is 
enjoyed by the whole population of the metropolis, numbering about 
three millions of persons and representing the entire nation. ‘he 
interests, however, of this greater London, in all matters of that 
kind locally situated beyond the limits of the ancient City, have 
been provided for with equal skill and liberality by the exertions of 
the Metropolitan Board of Works. Their admirable performances, 
in the construction of the main-drainage system, the Thames 
Embaukment, and the new streets it has made, both in Southwark 
aud from Blackfriars to the Mansion House, are entitled to the 
highest praise. Upon the whole, it will be acknowledged by the 
mujority of Londoners, and it should be understood by the country, 
thut there is ample reason to be well satisfied with the fruits of local 
administration in the metropolis during the last decade of years; 
and London has really been advancing, perhaps more substantially 
though less rapidly than Paris, in the improvement of its external 
condition. With the final completion of the remaining works in 
hand, a short interval of repose may be allowed to begin, for the 
restoration of the local finances, which have been severely strained, 
both in the City Corporation and in the Metropolitan Board, though 
based in each instance upon a sound foundation. 

Having offered these remarks, suggested by the occasion of the 
Queen's Visit to the City, we shall proceed to report the manner in 
which her Majesty was received. The Engravings presented in this 
Nuinber show the aspect of the different scenes that occurred along 
her route from the Surrey end of Blackfriars Bridge, where she 
wus met by the Lord Mayor to escort her in procession over the 
bridge, through Farringdon-street, and under the Viaduct, to the 
new thoroughfare calied Charterhouse-street, by which she arrived 
in Smithfield; thence by Giltepur-street to the east end of the 
Viaduct, which she opeued with a second brief ceremonial, and so 
passing over the Viaduct to Holborn. This is an outline of the pro- 
ceedings represented in our Illustrations, which need only the expla- 
nation of circumstantial details to make the reader fully acquainted 
with all that took place on the occasion. 

The Queen, accompanied by their Royal Highnesses Princesses 
Louisa and Beatrice and Prince Leopold, left Windsor Castle ata quar- 
ter before eleven, and drove to the Great Western Railway station, 
where she was received by the chairman of the company, Sir Daniel 
Gooch, Bart., M.P., and the Mayor of Windsor, Mr. ‘T. Chamberlain. 
The special train, drawn by an engine decorated with flags and 
flowers, arrived at Paddington before half-past eleven. Her Majesty 
was received by Viscount Sydney, Lord Chamberlain, and the Duke 
of Wellington, who was present in his capacity of Lord Lieutenant 
of the county of Middlesex. The terminus had been suitably deco- 
rated with flags, and the platform covered with crimson carpeting. 
A guard of honour of the 36th Middlesex Volunteers presented 
arms, and their band played the National Anthem. The Queen and 
the members of the Royal family having taken their seats in open 
carriages, drove off slowly, attended by an escort of the Ist Life 
Guards, 

Some mounted policemen went first, then followed two of the 
Royal outriders, and next a carriage and four, in which were 
Captain A. W. F. Greville, M.P., the Groom in Waiting; Colonel 
the Hon. A. E. Hardinge, C.B., the second Equerry in Waiting; 
Colonel F. Marshall, Silver Stick in Waiting ; and Colonel the Hon. 
Percy Feilding, the Field Officer in Brigade Waiting. A second 
carriage and four followed, containing the Hon. Emily Cathcart 
and the Hon. Lucy Kerr, Maids of Honour; Major-General Sir T. 
M. Biddulph, K.C.B., Keeper of her Majesty's Privy Purse; and 
General the Hon. C. Grey, Private Secretary. In a third carriage 
and four were Lady Caroline Barrington, Lady Superintendent ; 
the Marchioness of Ely, Lady in Waiting; Viscount Torrington, 
Lord in Waitipg; and General Lord Strathnairn, G.C.B., Gold 
Stick in Waiting. A fourth carriage and four was occupied by the 
Duchess of Rox Lady of the Bedchamber, who on this occa- 
sion acted for the Mi of the Robes; Viscount Sydney, G.C.B., 
Lord Chamberlain; the Marquis of Ailesbury, K.G., Master of the 
Horse; and Colonel the Hon. D. F. De Ros, Equerry in Waiting. 
Next came the first portion of the escort of the 2nd Life 
Guards, then two of the Royal outriders, and then the Queen's 
carriage, drawn by six horses, and followed by the rest of the 
escort. The horses of the five carriages were magnificent, and the 
outriders, postillions, and footmen were all in their scarlet liveries. 
The carriages were _ Princess Louisa took her 
seat by the side of Majesty, and Prince Leopold and the 
Princess Beatrice sat opposite.

dress and a bonnet trimmed with magenta; and Princess Beatrice 
a light dress, with a hat and white ostrich-feather. Prince Leopold 
was in costume, with a plaid of the Stuart tartan. All 
the Queen's servants had a mourning band of crape on one arm. 

In street which the Royal carriages passed, on 
their way Paddington, crowds of people welcomed the Queen 
with cheers, and many windows were occupied by ladies, who ex- 
hibited their loyalty by waving handkerchiefs. The carriages were 
driven through London-strect, Oxford-terrace, and Westbourne- 


terrace to Hyde Park, which they entered by the Victoria Gate. 
In Hyde Park and at the Corner, several thousand persons were 
waiting, and there was a loud cheer as her Majesty and suite passed 
under the triumphalarch. Thence the route lay down Constitution- 
hill and through St. James's Park. Here an escort of the 9th 
Lancers took the place of the Life Guards, and when the Queen 
reached the archway at the Horse Guards the mounted band played 
the National Anthem. Along Whitehall and Parliament-street the 
crowd was not remarkably dense, but at Westminster Bridge there 
were some thousands of spectators, and the hearty cheers which 
greeted the Royal visitor were led by the boys of the Westminster 
School, who had taken their position within the inclosure of 
Palace-yard. 

Westminster Bridge was well filled with people, and the crowd 
here began to have more of the artisan and Sabeusing portion of the 
community mixed up with it. They were louder in their demon- 
strations of loyalty than the better-dressed spectators on the 
northern side of the river. The first flag or banner to be seen on 
the south side was one affixed to the top of the eastern block of the 
new St. Thomas's Hospital. Astley’s appeared quite gay with 
decorations, and from the summit of the theatre, crossing the 
Westminster-road to the roof of the opposite house, were suspended 
two rows of handsome flags. York-road and Stamford-street had 
quite a gala aspect, many of the balconies being dra with 
scarlet cloth, and flags and banners being displayed in great 
abundance. At the corner of the Waterloo-road the crowd was 
especially dense, and it required all the efforts of the police, aided 
by the military, to keep the line unbroken. But there was no real 
disorder, only a strong desire of the crowd to see the Queen. 
Nowhere was she received with greater cordiality than in this dis- 
trict, which is principally inhabited by working men. There are 
two public institutions situated on this part of the route. One is 
that of the Benevolent Society of St. Patrick. The children belong- 
ing to its schools had been placed in front of the building, and 
cheered loudly, her Majesty bowing to them very graciously as she 
passed. The other is the General Lying-in Hospital, of which the 
Queen and her Royal Highness the Princess of Wales are patrons. 
The patients who were able to rise were permitied to appear 
at the windows of the institution, and, with their children 
in their arms, waved their handkerchiefs, and did all they 
could to indicate the welcome greeting they desired to give 
her, as a sister-woman and mother, no less than Queen. 
From the eastern end of Stamford-street to the southern side 
of the new Blackfriars Bridge was the most imposing sight on 
the south side of the Thames. At the convergence of Stamford- 
street and New Southwark-street, fronting the ornamental lamp of 
the Metropolitan Board, was drawn up a double line of Life 
Guards ; immediately above them were the terraces and windows of 
the Blackfriars station of the London, Chatham, and Dover 
Railway, forming substantial galleries filled with people. The road 
had been well gravelled, and to and fro galloped aides-de-camp, 
now and then general officers, or mounted superintendents of police. 
Galleries were erected on the opposite side to the railway station, 
in one of which were the school children belonging to the parish of 
Christ Church, and looking northward was a fine view of the pavilion 
and the entrance to the bridge about to be declared open by the 
Queen in person. Here, too, was the place of arrival for all the 
City officials who were to take part in the ceremony of the day, as 
well as of the distinguished visitors who had the privilege of entry. 
The parish authorities of Christ Church had taken possession of the 
entrance to Ground-street, on which they had erected a gallery for 
themselves and friends. 

The special preparations for the reception of her Majesty upon 
the bridge itself consisted chiefly of the galleries along one side, 
provided to accommodate spectators, and the pavilion, at the 
Surrey end, where the Queen was to be met by the Lord Mayor, 
the Sheriffs, and the other representatives of the City Corporation. 
The galleries, which extended along the whole eastern side of the 
bridge, and for some seventy or eighty yards at the north end of 
the western side, were light timber structures roofed with water- 
proof felt, and draped with scarlet and white cloth. They afforded 
accommodation for five rows of seats, and all the places were 
occupied by ladies and gentlemen who had been fortunate enough 
to obtain tickets. The kerbstone of the side pavement was studded 
at intervals with handsome evergreens in large pots, and the foot- 
way was for a considerable part of its extent occupied by the guards 
of honour, furnished by the Coldstream Guards and the 49th 
Middlesex or Post Office Volunteers. To complete the decorations, 
poles had been erected at short intervals upon the temporary wooden 
bridge, which, being a useful but inelegant structure, was hidden 
from sight; and from these poles flags and bannerets of all nations, 
and of all colours and combinations of colours, waved in the 
morning breeze. The roadway of the bridge had been covered 
with several inches of fine gravel. The Royal pavilion, which was 
erected about thirty yards within the substantial gates, placed at 
the southern end of the bridge, was constructed in « simple but 
effective style. It was 80ft. in length, and, extending across 
the entire width of the roadway, afforded seats for a con- 
siderable number of visitors. Tickets for all these had been 
issued by the committee which had charge of the arrange- 
ments, but many places remained unoccupied throughout the 
morning. Externally this pavilion was decorated in white and 
gold. The southern entrance was divided into three festooned 
divisions, those to the right and left being hung with scarlet and 
white curtains of a light, but handsome material; while the 
centre, which was the width of the roadway left for the passage of 
the Queen, was closed with heavy drapery of the richest maroon 
cloth, edged and ornamented with Greek key-pattern gold lace. 
The pilasters and entablature were of 1 white, relieved by a 
moulding of gold; and the high-pitched roof was edged witha 
parapet of scarlet cloth drapery. In the centre were the City arms, 
surrounded by an admirably-designed trophy of 5, day the 
southern end of the apex of the roof fluttered the civic , With 
its white field, and blood-red cross and dagger. At corners 
were other banners bearing the well-known plume of feathers of

Lord Mayor, who was accompanied by the Lady Mayoress, and 
attended by the sword and mace bearers of the Corporation, bein 
drawn by four horses—by way of New Mansion House-street an: 
Southwark Bridge, arriving at the new bridge about half-past ten 
o'clock. Half an hour later the approaches were closed, and people 
began to settle into their allotted places. A guard of honour of 
the first battalion of the Coldstream Guards was stationed on the 
bridge, and from time to time the band played several popular 
selections. The regiment of the 49th Middlesex — ~a | 
Volunteers lined the City side of the bridge, under the comman 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Du Plat Taylor. Mounted officers of the 
Guards and mounted policemen galloped to and fro, under the 
orders of Colonel Fraser, Commissioner of the City Police, and 
Colonel Henderson, of the Metropolitan Police. The civic 
dignitaries, with Mr. Bruce, the Home Secretary, were standing 
within the pavilion, upon a dais covered with crimson cloth. A 
carriage-way ran through the pavilion, and among the visitors 
homens on each side were Lady Hatherley; Mrs. Gladstone; Mr. 
Ayrton, M.P., First Commissioner of Works; Mr. Locke, M.P. ; 
Mr. Samuda, M P.; Mr. M‘Arthur, M.P.; the Nawab of Bengal 
and his two sons, in splendid Oriental costume; Colonel and Mrs, 
Loyd-Lindsay, Sir John and Lady Thwaites, Sir F. and Lad 
Lycett, and others. The engineers of the bridge, Mr. Josep 
Cubitt and Mr, Carr; the contractors, Messrs. Thorne; and their 
engineer, Mr. Bryant, were also present. 

Punctually at noon the sound of trumpets, and cheering which 
almost drowned it, announced the arrival of the Queen. The 
carriages of her Majesty’s suite, with their escort of guards, passed 
rapidly through the pavilion and took up their stations on the 
bridge, where the carriages of the Lord Mayor and those who were 
to take part in the procession were already in waiting. The Queen, 
who occupied the fifth carriage, was received by the Lord Mayor in 
his robes of office, attended by the sword-bearer and mace-bearer ; 
the Sheriffs, the chairman from the Bridge-House Estates Com- 
mittee, and a deputation from the same committee. The first act of 
the Lord Mayor, as the representative of the City, was one of 
dutiful submission. According to established custom, his Lord- 
ship tendered to her Majesty the civic sword of state, which the 
Queen was pleased not to accept, in token that she believed it to be 
in good and loyal custody. The Royal carriage stopped opposite 
the duis already mentioned, and there, without alighting, the Queer, 
bowing with gracious dignity, received from the Lord Mayor a 
finely-engrossed copy of the address from the Corporation of 
London, signed by tae Town Clerk. It was not read, but handed 
to the Home Secretary, who handed to the Lord Mayor a copy of 
the Queen's reply. 

“I thank you for your loyal and dutiful address. It has 
afforded me much pleasure again to visit the city of London, 
Anxious as I have always been to identify myself with the interests 
of my people, it has given me unqualified satisfaction to attend at 
the opening of your new bridge and viaduct. In these works, at 
once of great practical utility and of architectural ornament to the 
City, I recognise the spirit of enterprise and improvement which 
has ever characterised the citizens of London, and I confidently 
trust that your anticipations of the benefit which will result to the 
community may be fully realised.’’ 

As soon as this formal exchange of documents had been made, 
Mr. Paterson, the mover of the address, and Mr. Cubitt, one of the 
engineers, were presented to the Queen by the Lord Mayor; and 
Mr. Paterson presented her Majesty with a beautifully-illuminated 
manuscript volume, bound in pale-blue morocco, containing on one 
page the Royal arms emblazoned ; on the aext the arms of the city 
of London ; then a painting of the new bridge, with a border of 
emblematic groups; next, the descriptive text; and, finally, a 
vignette of old Blackfriars Bridge, with the arms of the twelve 
great City companies. This volume her Majesty was pleased to 
accept, and then declared the bridge open for public traffic. The 
Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Councillors at once hurried to their 
carriages on the bridge, followed by the Home Secretary, who 
conducted Mrs. Gladstone. Some little delay occurred before the 
procession was formed and the Queen's carriage could move off, 
and during this interval her Majesty addressed a few words of 
es, gman and inquiry to Mr, Cubitt, C.E., who remained on 
the dais.

The visitors accommodated in the reserved places all rose as 
they heard the welcome of the boys and children; and then took up 
the cheering. The procession passed along the approach to the 
Viaduct very slowly. More than once it came to a stop, as the 
carriage of the Lord Mayor or an alderman halted at the platform in 
the pavilion and its occupants alighted. So there gathered in this 
spot Lord Mayor Lawrence and the Lady Mayoress, Aldermen 
Carter, Causton, and Sir Samuel Phillips; Messrs. R. Cox, 
E. Hart, Deputy Jones, M. M‘George, J. Medwin, and J. 
Pickering. To them hastened the Lord Chamberlain, in 
his uniform of blue and gold and with his gold key of 
office bound on his right side, and when her Majesty reached 
the platform and the carriage halted the Lord Mayor pre- 
sented Mr. Deputy Fry, chairman of the improvement committee, 
and Mr. Haywood, the engineer of the Viaduct. Mr. Fry now 
handed to the Queen a volume elaborately bound in cqvamn-ccleuned 
morocco, relieved with gold, and ornamented with the Royal 
arms of Eugland, in mosaic of leather and gold. This gorgeous 
book, as well as that presented at Blackfriars Bridge, was prepared 
for the Corporation by Messrs. Marcus, Ward, and Cu., of Chaudos- 
street and Belfast, and by Messrs. Howell, James, and Co., of 
Regent-street. It has on the first page the Royal arms, and on the 
second the arms of the City. So far it resembles the volume con- 
taining the account of the bridge. The third page holds a finely- 
executed painting, in tempera, of the Viaduct, as seen from 
Farringdon-street, and the fourth a view of the roadway from the 
Newgate end. The remaining pager, the borders of which are 
illuminated in the Renaissance style with brilliant colour, contain, 
in carefully engrossed church text, a brief description of the 
Viaduct. This volume was handed to the Lord Chamberlain; and 
her Majesty declared the Viaduct open for public traffic. The 
words were spoken in the middle of a great cheer from the good 
folks in the pavilion. There was a delay of five minutes, while 
the Lord Mayor and the other civic dignitarins, having taken leave 
of her Majesty, returned to their own carriages, when the whole 
procession was again put in motion. As the Queen came to the 
western or Holborn end of the Viaduot, where the new circus is 
formed, just below Hatton-garden, she noticed an inscription show- 
ing the intended site of the equestrian statue of the late Prince 
Consort. Passing through the gates of the pear se barrier, 
where the procession was broken up and the Lord Mayor with his 
company turned back towards the City, her Majesty drove quickly 
up Holborn, amidst a dense throng of people, still cheering her 
approach. There was a brief shower of rain as she went through 
Oxford-street; but she very soon reached the Paddington station, 
and the special train conveyed her safely home to Windsor a few 
minutes before two o'clock. 

In the evening the Lord Mayor and the Lady Mayoress enter- 
tained a large company at the Mansion House in honour of the 
occasion. ‘The guests, about 250 in number, included the whole of 
the members of the Court of Common Council, the Sheriffs, the 
officers in command of the Royal escort, the high officers of the 
Corporation, and other persons.

LORD MAYOR'S DAY. 


Tuesday being the time-honoured 9th of November, Alderman 
Besley, the Lord Mayor elect, went from Guildhall to Westminster,

THE “JOUR DES MORTS” IN PARIS. 


On All Souls’ Day the exterior boulevards of the French capital 
adjoining the cemeteries of Pére la Chaise, Montmartre, aud Mont 
Parnasse present a totally different appearance to that of ordinary 
days, being encumbered with a noisy crowd of venders of funeral 
crowns, bouquets of yellow immortelles, little plaster figures of the 
Virgin, and tiny mortuary pictures in black a who, with 
their ese on little stalls in the neighbourhood of the 
approaches and round the entrances to the different ceme' 
assail the long stream of passers-by with invitations to inspect a: 
purchase some one or other offering to be deposited on the tombs 
of dead relatives and friends, For on this day half Paris, in its 
best clothes, and, if not exactly joyful, as on ordinary féte da 

at any rate the reverse of sorrowful, as one would expect it to be, 
flocks to the cemeteries for several hours in succession. As they 
enter, all assume a grave air, which is, however, for the most 
part thrown aside as soon as they ere fairly within the long 
streets of tombs. Some perform the pilgrimage in their 
carriages, and send in the funereal crowns by a footman to be 
deposited on the tomb of the relative or friend whose memory 
they profess to revere; but the majority are on foot, and advance 
slowly in the direction of the particular grave where their offerings 
have to be made. Only a few are in mourning, for it is not to the 
graves of those who have recently died that the majority of these 
pilgrims come. Now and then, however, one observes a black dress 
among the white tombstones—a poor woman, perhaps, leading a 
little boy who, with a proud smile on his chubby face, carries a 
funereal wreath which he can only just manage to grasp with both 
his hands. Just within the walls of the cemetery at the foot of a 
stone cross is a heap of these crowns, before which women and 
children, strangers to each other, kneel side by side, most of them 
in tears. Those they mourn are at the other end of the cemetery, in 
the common grave, with nothing to mark the spot where their 
remains, already decomposed by lime, were laid less than twelve 
months ago. 

Of the thousands who visit the Paris cemetries on All Souls’ Day 
the majority go there from habit, for relaxation, or because they have 
nothing else to do. It is only some few who go there impelled by a 
sense of duty—those, for instance, who have buried there all their 
fondest hopes, or who, touched by a sense of injustice done by them 
to the dead during their lifetimes, annually seek to repair the error 
of which they have long since repented. 








LETTERS FROM DR. LIVINGSTONE, 

The Royal Geographical Society held its opening meeting of the 
session on Monday night. Sir Roderick Murchison, the president, 
in the course of his address, mentioned that communications had 
been received from Dr. Livingstone, who stated that he had made 
some discoveries which he supposed to be the source of the Nile. 
Letters from Dr. Livingstone himself were read, including a long 
despatch to Lord Clareudon, dated July, 1868. 

The first was a note to Dr. Kirk from the Doctor himself, bear - 
ing date July 8, 1868, and written from near Lake Bangweolo. The 
following is an extract :—‘‘ I have had no news from anywhere for 
two years and upwards. The Arabs have all been overflowing in 
kindness. I borrow this paper from Mahommed Bozarib, for I am 
up here without any. + + Ihave found what I believe to be 
the sources of the Nile between 10 deg. and 12 deg. south, or nearly 
in the position assigned to them by Ptolemy. It is not one source 
from a lake, but upwards of twenty of them. Like Liemba, which 
possibly is an arm of Tanganyika, it has four rivers flowing into it. 
‘Taking these four rivers as one line of drainage (a fifth from Marenga 
must be added), then the Chambeze flows from the side into the 
centre of a grcat valley, and receives three streams as large as the 
Isis at Oxford or Avon at Hamilton.’”’ 

The next was a very full despatch from Dr. Livingstone to the 
Earl of Clarendon, dated July, 1868, and sent from the same place 
as the note to Dr. Kirk. It was an interesting account of the great 
traveller's explorations, written in excellent spirits, and speaking 
hopefully of the result of his labours. It gave details ef the 
general facts mentioned in the above quotation as to the sources of 
the Nile. The postscript to this despatch was:—“‘ Always some- 
thing new from Africa: a large tribe lives in underground houses 
in Rua. Some excavations are said to be thirty miles long, and 
have running rills in them; a whole district can stand a siege in 
them. The writings therein, I have been told by some of the 
people, are on wings of animals.” 

Another communication was the following comment of Dr. 
Kirk, in a letter written from Zanzibar, Sept. 7, 1869, to Mr. C. 
Gonne, Secretary to the Government of Bombay ;—“ Sir,—The 
chief point of geographical interest in the present letter is 
Dr. Livingstone’s statement that the sources of the Nile are to be 
found in the lakes and rivers that drain the great valley in which 
Chambeze is situated, and lying to the south of Tanganyika, between 
10 and 12 deg. of south latitude. The town of Chambeze has been 
already visited and described by the Portuguese missions. It is 
situated on the shores of one of a chain of lakes and rivers that low 
northwards, The Chambeze, having collected by many streams 
the waters of the northern slope of the damp elevated plains, flows 
to join Lake Bangweola ; this again is connected with Lake Moero 
by the Loapula, on whose banks the town of Chambeze is built. 
Natives have told Dr. Livingstone that Mange is an island-studded 
lake, from whose waters join the Lufira, whose eastern slope is 
drained by the Chambeze. This united stream some say enters the 
Tanganyika, and thence, by the Loenda, into Lake Chowembe ; but 
Dr. Livingstone’s informants are not unani The int ‘st of 
the journey centres in the southern connections of the Albert 
Nyanza, and Arab traders generally agree in thinking that a water 

communication does exist between that and the Tanganyika; but I 
have not met with anyone who professes to have traced out this 
communication,”’ 

Sir Bartle Frere stated that he also had received a letter similar 
to the foregoing from Dr. Livingstone,

Vidi tantim, In fact, it would be more truthful to say that I saw 
nothing at all on Saturday, except that from the centre of Fleet- 
street I beheld demonstrations which assured me that the Queen 
was then passing along the Viaduct. But if I had seen everything 
I would not have been ‘‘so superfluous,’’ as Prince Hal says, as to 
report anything here where the amplest and ablest records of the 
day will appear. The only point I could note was the perfect good- 
humour of the largest crowd that has been gathered for years. I 
was in the thick of the throng in several places, and—it may be 
un-English to say so, but—I was pleasantly reminded of the 
manner of a foreign crowd, which, as a rule, has hitherto behaved, 
I won't say better, but more genially than an insular one. The 
journals are quite right in saying that the people were heartily glad 
to see their Queen again, and their gladness made them tolerant and 
even courteous. That there were divers ** bad lots’’ in that enormous 
assemblage is certain, but the loyal myriads kept them in order. 
I read that at one place some gaol-bird looking fellows, or 
Fenians, began making insolent noises, and were instantly menaced 
80 savagely by some indiguant persons of the poor class that they 
became silent and skulked away. Elsewhere the same thing may 
have occurred, less the menace, which there was no need to speak— 
it was felt. The day was a grand success—the Queen delighted to 
see her people, and they rejoiced to see the Queen. And we have 
got our bridge and viaduct. Why can we not have a medal, and 
one at a price within the reach of most who came out that day ? 
We have some of the finest medalists in the world (they do not, I 
allow, exert themselves for the soldiery), and we never get at their 
work. Surely the triple event of Saturday might be commemorated 
in that wise. The French would have done it as matter of course. 





Sir Roderick Murchison and the Geographers met, on Monday, 
in that very hot room in Albemarle-street, and two letters from Dr. 
Livingstone were read—one was to Dr. Kirk, and dated July 8, 1868, 
from *‘near Lake Bangweolo, South-Central Africa ; ’’ the other was 
a despatch, of similar date, to Lord Clarendon; and this latter is of 
great length. I will mention here only that Dr. Livingstone declares 
his belief that the chief sources of the Nile arise between 10 deg. 
and 12 deg. south latitude, or nearly in the position assigned to them 
by Ptolemy (It may be convenient to some to be ‘‘reminded”’ that 
we know absolutely nothing about this Claudius Ptolomeeus, mathe- 
mutician, astronomer, and geographer, except his date; he was 
alive in A.D. 161). The Doctor's despatch will be read tn extenso by 
ali who are interested in African discovery, There are some little 
characteristic touches which will not be missed. He says that his 
attendants were all tired of “everlasting tramping,’’ and ‘so, 
verily, am I. Were it not for an inveterate dislike to give in to 
difficulties (the meeting cheered this, as well it might), I would 
abscond too.”’ There is a passage towards the end of the despatch 
which appears incomplete; at all events, it will not be generally 
understood. It records the pains he had taken to secure accuracy 
of observation, and of the ‘desecration which his positions have 
undergone.”’ He intends, therefore, to be the guardian of his own 
observations until publication, and regrets that this must be the 
case, because the upsetting of a canoe must lead to the entire loss 
of the discoveries. Dr. Livingstone has, he says, had no news from 
anywhere for two years, and therefore his remarks must refer to 
sume ancient grievance. When he returns he will learn from 
everyone who tells him of last Monday night's proceedings that a 
sentiment of something approaching to reverence was expre ssed in 
regard to his exertions, and that in so far as his remarks shadowed 
out a displeasure with anybody, the audience, though uncertain as 
to the direction of his censure, was disposed to be far less lenient 
than Dr. Livingstone towards that anybody; but his reference was 
obscure. However, all will be explained when he returns for the 
“‘ glorification ’’ so joyously proguosticated for him by the pre- 
sident. Captain Sherard Osborne eloquently reiterated his con- 
viction that Sir Samuel Baker and David Livingstone would meet. 
I hope they may—the meeting will be historical, 





The thunderbolt has fallen. The gvardians of St. Pancras are 
prostrate.

To hear some people talk, one 
would think that the greatest and richest nation in the world had 
been obliged to put its affairs into the hands of accountants, and, 
nutil a dividend could be declared, hoped to propitiate the world by 
severe retrenchment and strict economy. ‘This is an absurdity for 
which there should be no toleration. As Wordsworth says— 

Our State is as far as the farthest from ruin ; : 
Our fields seem to know what their masters are doing. 
There is a deal of extravagance to be repressed, no doubt; but it 
is to be done in a large way, and not in the spirit of an ill-con- 
Aitioned husband who, because his butcher and his wine merchant 
have cheated him for want of his looking after them, refuses to let 
his wife buy a statuette or some'flowers. London wants much money 
judiciously spent upon it, and it is a new reading of the words 
** Commissioner of Works’’ which makes the phrase mean a sup- 
pression of works. Mr. Ayrton’s intentiows are so exceedingly good 
that one would not say these things but that a protest is absolutely 
necessary. Mr. Layard has lost no time in making one, and ina 
lecture on Pompeii has very incisively condemned his successor’s 
ideas as to his own duties, and as to the mode in which professional 
rtists should be regarded by a Minister of State. 





An outrage in Highbury-place seems an insult to the fitness of 
things. There are some streets—in fact, a good many—in which 
one looks for row and riot ; but that old, quiet, intensely respectable 
Place, which lies off the main road at Islington, and which you 
approach (or did approach, Consule Planco) through some sober and 
genteel square columns, almost imposingly grave in their 
ugliness, is a region which ought to awe ruffianism itself. To 
disturb it is like breaking in at a tea-party of elderly ladies 
and beginning to let off squibs.

Welearn from a justly indignant Highburian that the other 
night there had been a row at Highbury Barn, one of the resorts 
declared to be necessary for the recreation of the people, and that 
after midnight a rabble from the Barn rushed down the Place, 
wrenched knockers, smashed plate glass, roared furiously, and 
departed unscathed. It must have been rather disa; ble for the 
inhabitants; but surely they would not wish to impose any re- 
strictions on the pleasures of the people. They must see that the 
majority principle is against that sort of tyranny, for there are 
only thirty-nine householders to be d whereas there were 
nearly two hundred persons finding amusement. 





Four men are quarreling on one of the quays at Cork and one 
of them is shot A falls. A second shot “makes sicker,” and the 
three survivors go away.

THE FARM. 


The interim between the store andthe fat shows has been turned 
to some account in the chambers of agriculture. At the central 
chamber they have decided that the corn averages, as at present 
taken, are fallacious, that the buyers’ returns should be limited to 
purchases from growers only, and thatall agricultural produce should 
be sold by a standard weight, at the cental ot .Wlb. The nuisance 
of excessive ground game (that stumbling block of many otherwise 
good landlords) has also attracted a large share of attention, and 
Sir Massey Lopes was beaten by 47 to 10 in opposing a motion, 
which aimed at doing away, by legislative enactment, with the 
reservation of hares and rabbits in leases. At a Hertford meeting 
® pretty similar feeling was expressed ; and, as one resolution put 
it, ‘tas farming becomes more scientific game preserving becomes 
more artificial.”’ Lord Berners moved an amendment at the 





Leicester Chamber of Agriculture to a motion condemning ground 
game; but, although assisted by Sir H. St. J. Halford (an 
equally strict preserver), he was beaten by 13 to 3. When 
will landlords learn the great lesson which ‘belted Earls 
and a’ that’? have not been too proud to learn already, 
that the farmers would be their best gamekeepers? The 
Farmers’ Club session has been opened by Mr. James Howard, 
M.P., with a paper on Continental Farming and Peasantry. His 
general impression is that, if the small-farm system were to become 
as common in England as in Frauce and Belgium, meat would, with 
an ever-increasing population, soon be at famine price. The chair- 
man, Mr. R. J. Newton, in reviewing the harvest, said that the 
yield of wheat was hardly in proportion to the straw, thg crop of 
barley still more disappointing, and peas and beans very bad. Bill 
the winter supplies are promising, the hay good, the mangolds fair, 
and swedes and turnips well planted but not large, owing to the 
second check in September. Kir. Howard, who travelled 4000 miles 
for the purposes of his lecture (with which we shall deal more 
fully next week), is the chairman elect of the club. 

Mr. M‘Intosh’s Lady Bates 5th (one of the Herd-Book plates) 
has resently had a rich roan heifer-calf by Third Duke of Geneva. 
Science and Dahlia, of the same herd, had one a roan heifer-calf, and 
the other a roan bull-calf, a short time since, by the samesire. We 
hear that Captain Gunter’s Duchess 87th, Lord Spencer's Grand 
Duchess 20th; Lord Feversham'’s Stephanotis, Cornucopia, and 
Beeswing ; Lord Kenlis’s Fair Maid of York, Darlington 5th, and 
Darlington 17th; and Lord Exeter’s Dorothy Gwynne, are all at 
the Scottish quarters of Lord Dunmore’s Second Duke of Collingham. 
Mr. Leney’s Seventh Maid of Oxford has had a white bull-calf 
by Fifteenth Grand Duke. This is her second calf, and the 
last by the same bull was a red heifer. His Princess Alice, 
of the Cold Cream sort, and purchased at her Majesty's 
sale, has just had a roan calf by Lord Oxford 2nd. 
Her Majesty's celebrated old Alix, now in her sixteenth year, has 
just had her sixteenth calf, which makes eight heifers and eight 
bulls, but she has had twins twice. She is still a very deep milker. 
Cold Cream, which was also bought at Sir Charles Knightley’s sale 
for the same price (100 gs.), had only ten calves, but her produce has 
fetched much more. She went to the butcher, we believe, last year. 
Two such “ profit cows’’ were seldom if ever bought in one day, 
The Towneley herd has gradually swelled to ten males and twenty- 
one females. The last arrival was a bull-calf by Baron Oxford, 
from a Royal Butterfly cow. They have an own brother, calved 
in August, to the bull-calf which was recently sold for 250 gs. to 
the Austrians. The latter, unfortunately, lamed himself six weeks 
before the show at Manchester, when they had the very highest 
hopes of him, Punch prophesied most veraciously in its ‘* Golden 
Shorthorns,”’ 

I guess we'll hear of more 
Arriving from the pastures of Geneva, Illinois, 


as Mr. Sheldon is about to send over two more heifers and two 
bulls of the Duchess blood to this country. As many went to 
Clapton to see the future steers in training as to bid for the 
fifty-eight head of cattle, which averaged £30 83. The aged 
dam ot Mr. Wood's prize Birmingham ox, which was bought for 
exhibition by the Crystal Palace, made 3lgs. The highest price 
was 49gs., and no one would “‘cover”’ the 100-guinea reserve on 
Lord Chancellor. 

Theanti-shearing inspector movement, which chose Mr. Duckham 
as its mouthpiece at the Royal Agricultural meeting, at Manchester, 
does not seem to gather disciples. In fact, we find that the Bath 
and West of England Society intends to appoint two inspectors to 
examine sheep when they are admitted into the show-yard, and 
report to the stewards any cases ‘‘in which they have not been 
really and fairly shorn bare.’’ The council meetings are in future 
to be held at Bristol instead of Bath, and it seems probable that 
Guildford will be the place of meeting in 1871. The Taunton meet- 
ing commences on June 6, and four separate classes have been estab- 
lished for Berkshire pigs, which will not be allowed to compete 
with pigs of the large or small breed in the other classes. 

Mr. Tegetmeier has a very valuable paper in the Journal of the 
above society on the subject of Farm-Yard Poultry. He considers 
that the high-class Spanish are not birds for the farm-yard, as every 
useful property has been more or less sacrificed to the endeavour to 
produce an enormous development of white skin on the face and 
ear-lobe. The coloured Dorkings are excellent for the table, but 
they are delicate, and require more care in rearing than most hen- 
wives can give them. The white Dorkings are smaller in size, and 
good birds of the sort are very scarce. Cochins produce good chickens 
for the table, but, owing to their yellow skins and lack of plump- 
ness on the breast, they do not command the best price in the 
market. The best and most hardy table fowls are produced by ao 
cross between the Brahma and the Dorking, and prizes at winter 
shows for the best couple of fatted chickens are invariably won by 
this sort. Game fowls are best for ‘‘ outlying localities, where the 
fowls have in a great degree to look after themselves.’’ The large 
spangled Hamburgs are very profitable and useful; but in some 
localities ‘‘their active habits and great powers of flight are 
objectionable.” The spangled Polish are to be preferred on the 
score of size and hardiness to the black variety, although the latter 
lay remarkably well when the locality suitsthem. The Houdans 
are a hardier and more useful breed than either the Crévecceur or 
La Fléche, and, although not very large, they can forage for them- 
selve as well as the game fowl.

He married, Sept. 16, 1819, Lady Elizabeth Mary 
Leveson-Gower, youngest daughter of George, first Duke of Suther- 
land, K.G., by whom he had issue four sons and nine daughters ;

Hugh Lupus Earl Grosvenor, M.P., his successor; the Hon,

Scrope and Sir Robert Grosvenor, as to the right to bear a particular 
coat of arms. This cause was tried in the Court of Chivalry, and 
the witnesses on each side were the most distinguished personages 
of the time. Their depositions are still preserved, and give an 
interesting insight into the personal history of the period. John 
of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster, testified to the right of Scrope, as 
did Geoffrey Chaucer the poet; Holand, Duke of Exeter: the 
Earls of Derby, Arundel, and Northumberland; Hotspur himself, and 
ahostofothers; while, on the side of Grosvenor, ne arly all theknights 
and gentlemen of Cheshire and Lancashire, with several of the 
abbots, bore witness that the ancestors of Sir Robert had used the 
same coat from time immemorial, and more particularly that it was 
borne by Gilbert Le Grosvenor at the Conquest, by Raufe Le 
Grosvenor at the Battle of Lincoln, by Robert Le Grosvenor in tho 
Crusade under Richard I., and by another Robert Le Grosvenor at 
Cressy and the other battles of Edward III. The weight of evi- 
dence was almost equal; but the Court, after much hesitation and 
with great reluctance, decided for Scrope, 
MR.

In 1834 he received the 
appointment of Priest in Ordinary to King William IV., which 
preferment he also held under Queen Victoria.

The will of Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Trevor Wheler, Bart., of 
Limerick House, Leamington, Warwickshire, was proved in London, 
on the 29th ult., by George Hume, Esq., Dorset-square; and 
George Boughton Hume, St. James's-street, Bedford-row, the joint 
acting executors.

NATIONAL SPORTS. 


Worcester meeting opened with a hurdle-race, in which Walter 
White, on Ada Penelope, was cannoned at a hurdle, and, 
recovering himself by an admirable piece of horsemanship, beat 
Goodfellow (the little horse who changed owners so often as @ 
two-year-old) easily at the finish. The Colonel, winner of the last 
Liverpool Steeplechase, was brought to the ground for the Severn 
Bank Steeplechase; when he had frightened away all the starters 
but three his number was taken down, and it was alleged that he 
could not be found; but Lord Coven’ would not have it, 
and fined his owner £50. Some one must have F mane by it, but 
The Colonel's owner will not, when future handicaps appear. A 
curious incident occurred in the Grand Annual: when Scipio and 
his joskey were sent for from the post to have a question of a 
penalty decided, the other horses were started, and were stopped 
after jumping two flights of hurdles. At Lincoln, the black and 
white stripes of Mr. Payne had a good time of it on ‘‘the Glasgow 
legacy’ horses; and Mr. Chaplin’s Emperor III., with tho 
renowned Aljick Goodman up, did the flag line as well as 
his elder brother, who won the t race in “the all 
rose,’ when the Grand National was held at Wetherby. 
Sir George Cholmley has, so far, bred four of this Emperor 
family. Emperor I. by Record was sold by the venerable Baronet 
to Mr. Little Gilmore for 300gs., was hunted eight seasons at 
Melton, and shot last spring. Emperor II. by Orpheus was bought 
from Sir George by Mr. Hail for 300 gs., and bought for 
Mr. Chaplin by auction, at York, for 400gs. He, too, is dead. 
Emperor ILI, by Cock Robin was purchased by Mr. Chaplin at the 
same price, and Emperor LV. is now a four-year-old sixteen-hand 
chestnut by Orpheus in Sir George’s paddocks at Howsham. 

The twoand three year-old nominations, which closed last week, 
show a general improvement as compared with Jast year. Good- 
wood has felt the beneficial effect of its promise to give £2000 
added money, and its Lavant and Molecomb Stakes wear a more 
decent look. 

The letting of the Glasgow blood sires at Doncaster was a 
success, and ten averaged 277¢s. Knowsley (820 gs.), General 
Peel (600 gs.), and Brother to Strafford (400 gs.), which made the 
highest prices, were the three which were precluded by the con- 
ditions of sale from leaving the country. Lord Norreys, who hired 
Knowsley, is beginning, it is said, to breed in Oxfordshire; but we 
conclude that several of his father-in-law's, Colonel Towneley's, 
mares will be sent to this popular sire of Stanley. General Peel's 
price seems very large. In spite of his success as a hunter's sire, 
more especially with Bird of Passage, no one would look at The 
Drake. Toxophilite and five others also found no bidders, and 
most probably a ball will lay some of them low ere long, as they 
cannot be given away by the terms of the will, and they are only 
eating their heads off. 

The hunting season opened very differently with the Quorn and 
the Essex. In the one case the earthstoppers combined and pre- 
sented Mr. Musters, the master, with a hunting-whip, as a tribute 
to his kindness and liberality; and in the other three hounds and a 
fox were poisoned dy strychnined herrings. Generally things look 
hopeful, and five or six masters have taken the horn. Only two 
huntsmen, Nason and Orveys, have died in the course of the year, 
and ten first whips have ‘gone up,’’ either in their old or fresh 
countries. There are only about eight packs of stag-hounds in the 
United Kingdom, now that Sir Clifford Constable is about to sell 
off. According to the Fie/d returns, the packs of fox-hounds number 
about 120 in England, eight in Scotland, and twenty in Ireland. 
Only three profess to hunt six days a week, and of these Mr. 
Chaplin has the largest number of hounds in kennel, eighty-five 
couple. The country is still very ‘ blind.”’ 

Mr. Randell's Royal Bride, of Ashdown fame, won the Sundorne 
cup, which saw the last of old Marionette, a somewhat uncertain 
= pet, as she injured her foot, itis feared permanently. The

THE ROYAL HUMANE SOCIETY. 


At a meeting of the society, recently held at the cflices, Trafalgar- 
square, the following rewards for saving life from drowning were 
conferred :— 

The silver medallion was voted to J. L. C. Hernandez for 
rescuing a woman and a child who were capsized from a boat on 
the river Ortoire, Trinidad, under the following circumstances :— 
On a dark night in August last, the tide being three-quarters full, 
and running very fast, Hernandez heard cries proceeding from the 
middle of the river, as if from some person drowning. Without 
oo to take off any of his clothing he jumped into the water, 
and swimming to the spot found otmweh her baby in her 
arms, supporting herself partly upon an old boat and partly by 
swimming with the arm left free. After considerable exertions, 
and with no little danger, as the spot was known to be infested 
with sharks, Hernandez ultimately succeeded, with the assistance 
of a man named Eddy, in bringing them both ashore. He then 
returned to try and rescue the woman's son, whom she told him 
had been with her when the boat upset, and had disappeared ; but, 
although he tried his best to find the man, he was not successful. 

The silver medallion was also voted to Thomas Empson, of the 
screw-steamer Colletio, for trying to save James Hillery, who was 
swept overboard at sea, fifteen miles from North Hinden lightship, 
during the raging of a terrific storm. A life-buoy was thrown to 
him, but Hillery had not sufficient strength to hold on. Seeing 
this, Empson, at the imminent peril of his own life, plunged in 
with the hope of saving him, but unhappily in vain, the gallant 
fellow being with the utmost difficulty himself rescued. 

The bronze medallion was given to Edward William Kelso for 
saving Thomas Oaker, who wasin danger of drowning while bathing 
at Rathgar, in the county of Dublin; to Charles Brown, a boy of 
14, for saving John Jewer, who sank while bathing at Ferry- pier, 
Kincardine, N.B.; to Benjamin H. Driver, for saving Charlies G. 
Clutterbuck, who was ca from a canoe at Mortlake; to 
Augustus J, Shore, for saving three persons who were in danger of 
drowning from a diligence in which they were travelling in Oporto 
being capsized in a lake near Necessidades ; to Lieutenant F. Payne 
and Lieutenant George L. Brown, of her Majesty’s ship Royal 
Adelaide, for saving Robert Damerd, who fell overboard at 
Hamoaze, Devonport; to William H. Pettit, of her Majesty's ship 
Havoc, for saving Akow, a Chinaman, who was in danger of 
drowning at Chefoo, China; to George Noall, for saving James 
Milburn, who sank while bathing at Sunderland ; to Francis Batty, 
for saving two boys named Prince, who fell into the river Don, 
Sheffield, in eight feet of water, on the 6th ult. ; to Richard Goodall, 
for saving Maria Jane Harfiela, who fell into the water on the 
9th ult., Goodall on two former occasions having been instrumental 
in saving life. 

The thanks of the society, inscribed on vellum and on parch- 
ment, with suitable testimonials, were given to Martin Church, for 
saving Patrick Driscoll, a lunatic, who attempted suicide in the 
river on, Ireland; to C. L. Lane, for trying to save John 
Derrick, who was drowned in the river Thames; and to Michael 
Cussark, for saving two women named Flanagan.
